A TWO-year-old toddler died after 
being blown into the sea with her 
baby brother. 

Youngster Rebecca Hopper was strapped 
into a double buggy with eight-month-old 
Lewis when they plunged 15ft off a concrete 
coastal path near Folkestone into ice-cold 
water on Sunday afternoon. 

The childrens’ frantic father, Andrew, 38, 
from Chatham, and a female friend dove into 
the sea to rescue the pair. Despite their efforts, 
Rebecca was pronounced dead two hours later. 

Witness Jeremy Francis, 54, said: “I was by 
my boat and suddenly this woman came run¬ 
ning over saying she thought someone had 
gone in the sea. 

“I went over to the edge of the water and 
there were around six members of the public 
trying to fish all four of them out. 

“It was a dreadful scene. We managed to get 
the little girl out - she was lying face down in 
the water and wasn’t breathing. 

“Two people tried giving her mouth-to- 
mouth. The little boy was breathing.” 

Mr Francis, of Purley, south London, added: 
“I took the girl in my arms, but she was blue 
and wasn’t breathing. The dad was hysterical 
and screaming, ‘My children. My babies. What 
am I going to do?’ It was quite an awful scene.” 

Rebecca was airlifted to hospital in London in 
a critical condition, but died on Sunday night. 

Her brother was rushed to the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford where he was said 
to be in a stable condition. 

Mr and Mrs Hopper released a tribute to 
Rebecca through the police yesterday, which is 
printed next to her picture (left).

Medway council 
tax increase the 
lowest in county

THE average council tax 
bill is set to rise by £1 a week, 
Medway Conservatives have 
announced. 

The increase means a band D 
household will have to pay £1,093.50 
a year from April - the lowest rate in 
Kent. 

Medway council chiefs said they 
were proud to be able to keep council 
tax levels low and continued to call 
for more Gvemment funding. 

Deputy leader, Alan Jarrett, said: 
“Our pledge to the people of Medway is 
to offer excellent value for money and 
this is what we continue to do by pro¬ 
viding the lowest council tax in Kent. 

“However, under this Labour 
Government we face increasing finan¬ 
cial pressures and under-funding 
which puts our services under strain. 

“Our local MPs won’t take up the 
cause and the Labour Government 
will not help. It is only under a 
future Conservative Government 
that Medway will receive the fund¬ 
ing it needs.” 

The council tax announcement comes 
two weeks after the Government’s ‘floor 
damping’ process saw £5 million cut 
from Medway’s budget. 

The 5.6 per cent fall in funding 
equates to £18 per Medway resident. 


Furious council bosses said the six- 
figure cut has left the towns short¬ 
changed, while similar sized areas 
have been flooded with cash. 

Wandsworth received a £51.6m 
floor damping boost, giving each of 
its 283,000 residents an extra £182. 

Brighton and Hove is also in the 
money - with £19.7m more govern¬ 
ment cash equating to £77.80 for its 
253,000 residents. 

A council spokesman said: “If the 
Brown Government abandoned this 
absurd mechanism, Medway council 
could have introduced a freeze on 
council tax this year and not had any 
increase at all. 

“This ludicrous and unequal way 
the Labour Government decides 
funding levels means councils which 
offer the same services as Medway 
and have similar population and 
deprivation levels get more than 
£25m extra every year.” 

Mr Jarrett added: “Medway council 
is facing another cut in its funding 
whilst other councils with similar 
demands on its services and similar 
population and deprivation levels 
are receiving up to £50m more. 

“This cannot be fair and is robbing 
the residents of Medway of the serv¬ 
ices they deserve.”

Criminals deterred by 
high-visibility policing 

A MONTH-long police operation to 
clampdown on criminal damage 
proved has been labelled a success - 
with offences down ten per cent on 
last year’s figures. 

More than 150 high-visibility patrols 
of pre-determined areas of Medway 
were carried out, aimed at deterring 
would-be criminals. 

Between Monday January 5 and 
Saturday 31, police received 334 reports 
of criminal damage, a reduction of ten 
per on the same period in 2008. 

Acting Chief Inspector Simon 
Alland said: “This initiative came 
about as a result of feedback from 
members of the public who expressed 
to us that criminal damage and anti¬ 
social behaviour were a priority.” 

No need to splash out 
to enjoy swimming 

MEDWAY’S Labour group is urging 
residents young and old to make the 
most of a free swimming offer. 

The scheme gives under 16s and 
over 60s the chance to hit the pool for 
free, as part of a government-backed 
drive to keep the population healthy 
and active. 

Chatham and Aylesford MP 
Jonathan Shaw said: “The initiative 
has made it possible for millions of 
people in the UK to swim for free. 

“Swimming is one of the most popu¬ 
lar physical activities for children and 
adults, and we want to make it easier 
for people to visit their local pools.” 

Police seek witnesses to 
death of teen hit by car 

A ROCHESTER man was arrested in 
connection with the death of a teenag¬ 
er last month. 

The 33-year-old was arrested by 
Kent Police’s serious crash investiga¬ 
tion unit on Monday last week. He 
was bailed pending farther inquiries. 

Joshua Callaghan, 16, from 
Bromley, died from his injuries after 
being hit by a car as he walked along 
the pavement in Gravesend at 4pm 
on Saturday January 24.

HEALTH chiefs have set out plans 
to halve Medway’s “consistently 
high” rates of teenage pregnancies 
by next year, it has been revealed. 

The move comes as part of the wider Medway 
Teenage Pregnancy Strategy, which aims to 
improve the standard of living of young mums 
across the towns. 

A report due to be heard by Medway Council’s 
health bosses tomorrow shows 315 girls aged 
between 15 and 17 conceived in 2006. 

This conception rate equates to 46.2 concep¬ 
tions per 1,000 of the female population 
between these ages - significantly higher than 
the nationwide figure of 40.4. 

Last year 256 babies were bom to Medway 
women younger than 20. 

Medway’s public health team teenage preg¬ 
nancy boss Jinny Robinson said: “This is a pri¬ 
ority for Medway because teenage pregnancy is 
associated with poor long-term outcomes for 
young parents and their children.” 

The MTPS also aims to increase the number 


of teenage mothers aged 16 to 19 in education, 
training or employment to 60 per cent by 2010 
- to reduce risk of long-term social exclusion. 

Prevention is also key to the strategy, with 
Medway Council securing £115,000 to improve 
access to contraceptive services for teenagers. 

An agreement has been reached with second¬ 
ary head teachers for the development of on¬ 
site sexual health services. New Brompton 
College, Gillingham, Rainham School for Girls, 
Bradfields, Chatham, and MidKent College 
have already expressed interest in the scheme. 


Nine secondary schools have also been identi¬ 
fied as the focus for intensive and targeted 
attention as they directly relate to areas of high 
pregnancy rates. 

Teenage pregnancy prevention workers have 
also visited non-school settings such as youth 
centres and training providers to deliver infor¬ 
mal sex and relationships education. 

Medway has 29 condom distribution sites and 
138 trained professionals. 

This is up from just nine sites and 43 profes¬ 
sionals in April 2008. 


Objections to be 
lodged against 
island airport 

COUNCIL chiefs were yesterday expect¬ 
ed to register their “strong objection” to 
the proposed Thames Estuary airport 
backed by London Mayor Boris Johnson. 

The plans would see two ‘floating’ run¬ 
ways built between the Isle of Sheppey 
and Whitstable and Essex, with passen¬ 
gers accessing the airport by the A2/M2 
or the Channel Tunnel Rail Link via 
Medway train stations. 

A report written for Medway Council 
cabinet meeting on Tuesday conceded 
the proposals could result in “economic 
benefits” but found this was “hugely out¬ 
weighed” by a range of negative factors. 

Regeneration director Robin Cooper 
said there were nine reasons why the 
council should fight the airport plan, 
these included that the idea was unnec¬ 
essary and not wanted, prohibited by 
cost, result in catastrophic environmen¬ 
tal damage and would bring Medway’s 
infrastructure to its knees. 

The report ends by finding: “The con¬ 
struction and operation of a major inter¬ 
national airport close to Medway would 
have devastating impacts on residents’ 
amenity and on the environment of 
Medway and should therefore be rejected.” 

Cabinet’s expected stance on the air¬ 
port proposal comes just a fortnight after 
council leader Rodney Chambers spoke 
out against the plans. 

The Hempstead and Wigmore Cons¬ 
ervative councillor said: “The infrastruc¬ 
ture to handle the additional traffic just 
won’t be able to cope. 

“It would require super highways to be 
built linking the airport to the motorway 
network, and would turn parts of 
Medway into a concrete jungle. 

“I will be taking a report to full council 
on Thursday, March 5, and seeking sup¬ 
port from colleagues on Medway Council 
once again to oppose this latest proposal.” 


Networking site

Officers keep 
an eye on our

EAGLE-eyed enforcement officials 
will take to Medway’s roads today 
on the look-out for law-breaking 
motorists. 

Kent police officers will pull over 
any drivers spotted on camera 
using a mobile phone or not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt. 

Those caught on their phones face 
a £60 fine and three points on their 
licence. A seatbelt offence - such as 
failing to properly secure passen¬ 
gers who are under the age of 16 - 
carries a £30 fine. 

The campaign is being co-ordinat¬ 
ed by the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership. 

The organisation’s communica¬ 
tions officer Katherine Barrett said: 
“Our safety cameras are at loca¬ 
tions where people have been killed 
or seriously injured, so by reducing 
the number of offences committed 
at these sites we hope to lower casu¬ 
alties even further. We are not coy 
about our operations and all the 
camera locations and statistics can 
be seen at www.kmscp.org.” 

The partnership will carry out 
similar operations in Canterbury 
and Thanet tomorrow, Maidstone 
and Swale on Friday and 
Sevenoaks, Tunbridge Wells and 
Tonbridge and Mailing on Sunday.

The campaign has been backed by 
the friends and family of Chris 
Lawless and Terry Reynolds - who 
both lost their lives in the river dur¬ 
ing the past two years. 

Group member Nicole Kimber 
wrote: “Something needs to be done. 
I have lost two people in that place 
now and it is horrible.” 

Sonny’s body was recovered from 


the River Medway near Gun Wharf, 
Chatham, on Wednesday, February 
11, after being spotted by a member 
of the public. 

His death has prompted an out¬ 
pouring of grief from close 
friends and former class¬ 
mates of New Brompton 
College. A poster bearing 
messages from loved ones 
has also been pinned to a 
wall on the river front where 
his body was found, along 
with a Liverpool FC shirt 
and a teddy bear. 

Christopher Lawless, from 
London, was last seen leav¬ 
ing the Amadeus nightclub, Strood, 
at 2.40am on February 23,2008. His 
body was found in the river nearly 
three weeks later. 

Terry Reynolds, 19, from 
Chatham, was last seen on January 
1, 2008, after he and two friends 
went out to see in the New Year in 
Rochester. His body was found sever¬ 
al weeks later.

THE head of a primary school is 
hiring out a hall to mums to prac¬ 
tice their pole dancing skills.

Plant protest 

rooted in the 
wish to work 


DISGRUNTLED tradesmen have 
vowed to continue their fight for 
jobs at Grain power station - fol¬ 
lowing a protest outside the site. 

More than 100 workmen converged on the 
plant’s main gates on Wednesday morning 
and called on French multinational Alstom - 
and the Polish sub-contractors it uses - to 
employ more skilled British staff. 

The unemployed workers are angry that 
Alstom failed to include a clause in its ten¬ 
dering contract ensuring any sub-contractor 
should seek to employ British workers, lead¬ 
ing to an influx of cheaper, foreign labour. 

Their fight has been backed by the work¬ 
ers’ union Unite, which has pledged to co¬ 
ordinate a range of further protests, only 
stopping when their demands are met. 

Regional officer Neil Willoughby said 
Wednesday’s demonstration was just the 
beginning of their campaign. 

He said: “We were pleased with the turn¬ 
out but the important thing was that the 
unemployed workers had an opportunity to 
demonstrate. For once it’s not about people 
not wanting to work; it’s about people who do

want to work. A lot are really struggling and 
it’s frustrating when they are not given the 
same opportunities as people from abroad. 

“Alstom advertised for skilled workmen 
with Chatham Jobcentre but despite nearly 
500 applying, not one has been interviewed. 

“They keep telling us they are working to 
give everyone an equal opportunity but 
absolutely nothing has been done.” 

Mr Willoughby added that Unite is taking 
legal advice following accusations the two 
firms helping to build a new gas-fired plant 
at the Isle of Grain are underpaying their 
Polish employees and refusing to allow 
British tradesmen to apply for jobs. 

The sub-contractors in question - Remak 
and ZRE Katowice - will now undergo foren¬ 
sic audits before any further action is taken. 

Mr Willoughby said: “Several Polish work¬ 
ers have joined us because they feel they are 
being exploited and paid less than British 
workers. We also have a situation at Grain 
where British sub-contractors are being fair 
and reasonable by employing foreign work¬ 
ers, but we believe the Polish firms are not. 

“We had a meeting on Thursday when all 
parties agreed there should be an internal 
audit process to ensure they are paying to 
the national agreement.” 

French multinational Alstom is co-ordinat¬ 
ing the building project on behalf of energy 
giant E.ON. No-one from Alstom was avail¬ 
able to comment on the accusations aimed at 
the firms when Yourmedway went to press. 

However, a statement earlier in the week 
in response to the protests at Grain and else¬ 
where in the UK denied claims Alstom is dis¬ 
criminating against British workers. 

It read: “We use sub-contractors for most 
tasks. British companies win most bids in 
the UK, however some go to EU companies, 
who will use their own workforce. Whether 
British or European, all workers are paid the 
same rates for the job. The claim we under¬ 
cut nationally agreed rates is not true. 

“Legally we cannot tell sub-contractors 
who to employ. However, where additional 
manpower is needed, we can and do encour¬ 
age sub-contractors to actively consider 
recruiting suitably qualified, local workers. 

“We have received written assurances this 
will happen.” 



Funding for rare aircraft 

A GRANT of £4,270 has been awarded to a 
group of volunteers who preserve and restore 
historically important aircraft. 

The Medway Aircraft Preservation Society 
(MAPS) received the award, which is to be 
split over two years, from the Kent Comm¬ 
unity Foundation ‘grassroots fund’ for its 
work at Rochester Airport. 

Robin Brooks, director of publicity for the 
organisation, told how the RAF Museum is 
entrusting the centre with the last remaining 
Boulton Paul Defiant aircraft, saying: “It is 
coming from the museum at Hendon and is 
the only one surviving out of 1,800 built. We 
are very chuffed they have chosen us.” 

The Defiant brought a new but fatally 
flawed concept to two-seat single engined 
fighter aircraft - it had no forward firing 
guns. It sustained heavy losses at the start of 
the Second World War and had to be restrict¬ 
ed to night flights.

White horse wins but 
how can we dean it?

SECRET staircases leading clean¬ 
ers to 50ft-high abseil hatches 
could be the answer to mainten¬ 
ance issues surrounding Kent’s 
giant white horse. 

The idea is one of several being considered 
by engineers working with Turner Prize¬ 
winning artist Mark Wallinger, who last week 
beat off competition from a shortlist of talents 
to win the multi-million-pound Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project commission. 

Speaking exclusively to our sister paper 
Kent on Sunday, Mr Wallinger revealed that 
the horse could also be built using new ‘con¬ 
crete spinning 5 techniques to increase the 
structure’s strength. 

Technology 

He said: “There have been great advances in 
concrete technology in recent years, which 
makes the material a lot stronger than it was 
before. 

“My study team has come up with several 
different ideas as to what we could do, includ¬ 
ing putting some sort of steps into the horse’s 
legs and having little abseil hatches for the 
cleaners to hang out of. 

“But the planning process will probably take 
about a year, so we’ll be able to work out the 
details along the way.” 

The £2 million white horse, which is being 
privately funded by Eurostar, Land Securities 
and London and Continental Railway, will 
stand prominently at Springhead Park and 
overlook Ebbsfleet Valley and Ebbsfleet inter¬ 
national station. 

It was announced as the winning design on 
Tuesday last week, just hours before the real 
horse it was modelled on - Riviera Red - won 


in the 2.40pm flat race at Lingfield. Mr 
Wallinger said: “It was a bizarrely amazing 
day because I own an eighth of the horse and 
it had only ever won one race before. So it was 
a unique double for me. 

“He may not be the fastest horse, but he’s 
very good to look at and we needed an attrac¬ 
tive thoroughbred to be able to model the 
design on and take pictures of from every 
angle.” 

Mr Wallinger’s design was originally criti¬ 
cised by Kent County Council, which wanted 
the animal to be ‘prancing 5 like the Invicta 
symbol in the authority’s crest. 

However, deputy leader Alex King welcomed 


the judges’ decision despite them ignoring the 
council’s protests. 

He said: “This is the best option of the ones 
that were available. It may not be prancing, 
but at least it’s a horse and it’s white. 

“It looks a lot more like Invicta than a pile of 
bricks does.” 

Cllr King’s comments referred to one of the 
designs beaten by Mr Wallinger’s horse, which 
was Richard Deacon’s stack of differently- 
shaped polyhedrons based on a cairn. 

The other losing design was that of a tower 
of stacked cubes with a laser beam shooting 
from it into the sky, by French conceptual 
artist Daniel Buren.

Some described his horse design as

said it would only be a matter of time 
before the sculpture was vandalised. 

Mark, from Sittingbourne, wrote 
that “a giant plastic gnome would be 
more tasteful than this abomination”, 
while Andy Smith, from Cheshire, 
said the horse looked “extremely silly, 
like something from Land of the 
Giants”. 

Stuart, from Rainham, added: 
“History recorded what happened the 
last time a hollow horse was gifted to 
the nation - Troy was burned to the 
ground! 


“The youth of Gravesham and the 
surrounding area will thank you, I’m 
sure. 

“It’ll give them somewhere to shelter 
in inclement weather conditions while 
they drink and smoke themselves 
stupid.” 

However, readers from outside the 
UK had a more positive view on the 
design.

States, wrote: “When I read about this 
today, I was very excited - a horse as 
tall as the Statue of Liberty! 

“I would definitely come to see that 
next time I’m over. Awesome idea for 
art lovers!” 

Max Joseph, from Dublin in Ireland, 
added: “I think it will be a fabulous 
piece of art.”

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Taser gun increase 
may trigger debate

AN extra 66 taser guns are set to 
be in use by police officers on the 
county’s streets. 

Kent Police said the force will find out soon 
whether its bid for a share of £8 million of 
Home Office funding for the weapon has been 
successful. 

The controversial taser guns shoot barbed 
darts charged with 50,000 volts of electricity 
which stun their victims into submission. 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve Harris 
said: “We believe that we will get what we 
have asked for sometime in the near future. 

“However, there are only so many units 
available for the entire country so it depends 
how many forces bid for them. 

‘We bid for 66 tasers. It is our armed 
response team that use these at the moment 
with a 24/7 capability. 

“It is for wider use to extend taser deploy¬ 
ment beyond firearms.” 

The new weapons will be split between tac¬ 
tical teams at the forces headquarters in 
Maidstone and other policing areas, the 
roads’ policing unit and the Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition (ANPR) team. 

Asked in what sort of situations the officers 
will be using the weapons, he said: “I think 
that is more difficult because each deploy¬ 
ment has to be made on a risk assessment. 

“Tactical deals with pre-planned operations 
such as where there might be offenders like¬ 
ly to offer violence.” 

He said the other units were available spon¬ 


taneously, as well as for pre-planned opera¬ 
tions, and will be used if there is a threat of 
violence from a weapon other than a firearm. 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller told a meeting 
of the Kent Police Authority (KPA) last 
December he had applied for extra weapons 
after Jacqui Smith, the Home Secretary, 
announced that 10,000 tasers would be made 
available for frontline officers nationally. 

However, the Metropolitan Police Authority, 
in response to Ms Smith’s announcement, 
said it would not immediately take up the 
offer because it has the “potential to cause 
fear and damage public confidence” in police. 

ACC Harris said: ‘We are quite proportion¬ 
ate in the way we are seeking to extend use. 

“Some forces applied for these for every 
operational officer - we have been selective 
and used risk assessment. 


‘We have been proportionate so it is for defi¬ 
nite sections rather than general application.” 

He said tasers had been in use since 2005 
and there had been 30 operational uses and 
the weapons had been fired three times. 

Taser guns are already widely used by 
police officers across North America. 

In a report published last December, 
Amnesty International claimed around 334 
people in the US have died in the last seven 
years after being stunned by a taser. 

The organisation said its report showed the 
weapons were potentially lethal and open 
to abuse. 

ACC Harris said the force took officer safe¬ 
ty seriously and said tasers were another tool 
to add to a kit, that include body armour 
and metal baton, that protects officers 
from injury.

KENT Police says a gay essay contest for chil¬ 
dren organised as part of a month-long cele¬ 
bration of ‘Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender History’ demonstrates its com¬ 
mitment to tackling hate crime. 

We reported last week how the police force 
ran the competition for under-14s; drawing crit¬ 
icism from the likes of Conservative MP Ann 
Widdecombe who said the police should spend 
more time “catching burglars” and that it was 
an “extraordinary waste of police resources”. 

Children are asked to write a 200-word essay 
on what this month’s slogan ‘All different, same 
respect’ means to them. The prize is £25. 

But Kent Police Deputy Chief Constable 
Adrian Leppard said: “It’s an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity for Kent Police to reinforce how serious¬ 
ly we take hate crime and how committed we 
are to tackling it. 

‘We are also aware there is significant under 
reporting of homophobic bullying in schools so 
it’s vital that we take positive action to tackle 
these issues whenever we can.”

I refer to the internet phenomenon that is 
online social networking. Sites dedicated to 
allowing everyone their own piece of the web 
from which to share photos, gossip and pretty 
much anything else inbetween. 

Adults are, arguably, responsible enough to 
know what to handle. But spare a thought for 
the teenager as they grapple with a desire to 
be part of the ‘in crowd’. For them the bound¬ 
aries of what they should reveal can be 
blurred. But here comes the first of the inter¬ 
net’s massive contradictions. 

On the one hand, the message being driven 
home by parents etc, is to not reveal informa¬ 
tion about yourself while you’re surfing. And 
quite sensible too. While 99 per cent of those 


online are like you or I, there will always be 
one per cent from the shadier side of life. 

Which goes against the concept of social net¬ 
working sites. Because there the emphasis is 
on sharing. The more you post the more popu¬ 
lar you’re likely to be. And the more ‘friends’ 
you’ll have. No wonder teens are confused. 

And be under no illusion, these sites are 
becoming pretty much as essential for today’s 
youngsters as having a mobile phone. 

Take Facebook, the current destination for 
those trying to make their lives sound full of 
glamour. According to conservative estimates 
it has 175 million people hosting their own 
pages. Sharing pictures, sharing personal 
information. It’s a dream platform for an 
attention-seeker - a little concerning for those 
worried about personal data going astray. 

Now there’s new kid on the block Twitter - a 
site which is growing day-by-day. Small fry (it 
has a mere 55m members), it is designed to 
allow users to provide updates to ‘followers’ of 
their day. Now, this does, I grant you, provide 


lots of obvious jokes about what, say, a teenage 
lad’s day involves, but, more importantly, it 
raises the question of just who will be able to 
access these updates and learn a remarkable 
amount courtesy of one quick Google search. 

Don’t get me wrong - I’m not advocating 
avoidance of these sites, but I fear they provide 
too much of a window on who we are. That 
journey of discovery which is normally con¬ 
ducted by having real world contact with us. 

It is almost as though the Big Brother syn¬ 
drome of the man in the street wanting other 
people to know about them by virtue of no spe¬ 
cial talents, but just because they exist, is now 
the prime driver on the web too. 

I urge care. I urge highlighting the fun of 
going out and talking to people rather than 
making yourself sound cool on a website.

TALK TIME 

RODNEY 
KENNISON 

The Medway Velo 
Club president talks 
about his love of 
bikes, the popular 
club runs at week¬ 
ends and the expert 
training it offers. 

Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

My name is Rodney Kennison, but I'm known by my friends 
as Rod. I was born in May 1937 and had my first long ride 
with my father, who was also a keen cyclist, from Rochester 
to Canterbury when I was eleven years old. That was in 
1948 and I have been cycling ever since. In 19521 joined the 
Medway Wheelers, which was at the time one of the best 
clubs in the south of England, having Ken Joy as a star rider. 
I rode my first time trial in 1952, a ten-mile event that I 
completed in 27 minutes. I can't remember the seconds. 

Tell us about Medway Velos 

The Medway Velo Club was formed in 1967 from three 
local clubs Medway Wheelers, Medway Road Club and 
Rochester Velo Olympic. The clubs at this time were in 
decline because of the onset of mopeds and scooters as 
cheap easy transport. Nevertheless the stalwarts in the 
sport kept things going and now cycling as a sport is hav¬ 
ing a resurgence. Our club has 91 members enjoying differ¬ 
ent aspects of the sport, and meeting up on a Thursday 
evening at Upchurch cricket club 8-10 pm. We have a 
British cycling coach, who happens to be my son Robert. 
He can give training help and advice to anyone who wants 
it. On Saturday morning we meet at Victory Cycles 
Rainham 9m to go on club runs. Usually there are two runs. 
The stronger faster riders on one ride, and the people who 
want a steadier ride on the other. We normally meet up for 
elevenses somewhere for coffee and a bun. More details 
can be found on our website Medwayvelo.org.

It is time that we made a stand 
against these ridiculous propos¬ 
als for a floating airport just off 
the Hoo peninsula in the Thames 
Estuary. 

Just as we led the fight and 
defeated the Government over 
their plans for an airport at 
Cliffe six years ago, so too will we 
defeat this ill-starred scheme. 

An airport in the estuary is not 
feasible, not required and not 
wanted.

Global star has been back to the recording studio 


BILLY Ocean is a music 
superstar who has become 
Britain’s biggest ever black 
recording artist. 

To date Ocean has sold more than 
30 million records and is best known 
for his worldwide hit When The 
Going Gets Tough (The Tough Gets 
Going), which featured on the sound¬ 
track of Hollywood film The Jewel of 
the Nile, starring Michael Douglas 
and Kathleen Turner.

launch a music career even while 
working as a tailor in the revered 
Savile Row in London. 

He released his first single, as Les 
Charles, on Spark Records in 1972 
and later adopted the name Billy 
Ocean, under which he would find 
worldwide fame. Some sources claim 
Ocean’s new name was inspired by 
the East London estate on which his 
family lived, others say it was in hon¬ 
our of his favourite football team in 
Trinidad, Ocean’s Eleven. 

In 1976 he released his debut 
album bearing that name and it 
spawned his first huge hit - Love 
Really Hurts Without You, which 
reached number two in the UK 
charts. He went on to score other hits. 


His Grammy win came during a 
period of great success in the mid-80s, 
beginning with Caribbean Queen and 
Suddenly. In 1985 he appeared at 
Live Aid in Philadelphia and this led 
to further success with his next 
album, Love Zone. 

Today Ocean continues to win the 
respect of the next generation of 
musicians, such as OutKast’s Big Boi 
and hip hop star Warren G. After tak¬ 
ing time out to be with his family, this 
year Ocean releases his first album in 
15 years. He is also hitting the roads 
to perform for old fans and hopefully 
win some new ones with the voice 
that has already conquered the 
world.

Drew's self-help advice

IT all started out as a line from an 
episode of Sex And The City, when 
Carrie’s date Jack Berger gave 
Miranda some straight-talking 
relationship advice. 

When Berger’s comment that “He’s just not 
that into you” ended up having such a huge 
impact on fans, Sex And The City’s consultant 
Greg Behrendt and executive story editor Liz 
Tuccillo decided to write a self-help book of the 
same name.

BERLIN are breathtaking, uplift¬ 
ing and full of energy. 

Although often only remembered for their 
global smash hit Take My Breath Away - 
featured in the classic jet-fighter film Top Gun 
- the California quartet have released 16 time¬ 
less singles since bursting on to the scene in 
1980. 

Led by blonde bombshell Terri Nunn, the 
new-wave outfit lit up the UK charts on three 
occasions, reaching number one with TMBA, 
breaking into the top 50 with follow-up track 
Like Flames and scoring a number 39 smash 
with You Don’t Know 

Disappearing 

Having attained an average chart position of 
number 30 during the heady hair-rock days of 
1986, the band called time on their career the 
following year, disappearing without a trace 
for more than a decade. 

Still, Berlin are brilliant. 

The band’s namesake - the capital of 
Germany - is just as good an experience as 
listening to the four-piece. Arguably better. 

What struck me most about the city is its 
many parallels to London, with its abundance 
of historic landmarks, trendy up-and-coming 
districts and cosmopolitan feel standing out in 
particular. 

Unlike merry old London, however, Berlin 
works. Its transport system is efficient, cost- 
effective and reliable (insert your own stereo¬ 
typical German gag here). 

Berlin is also cleaner than London, with 
even the busiest of the city’s streets free from 
discarded crisp packets, cigarette butts and 
other miscellaneous rubbish that so dese¬ 
crates our capital. 


But enough of the London bashing. Let us 
focus on Berlin. 

The city boasts dozens of world-renowned 
landmarks, many of which are within easy 
walking distance of one another. And the con¬ 
trasts are sometimes extraordinary. 

Remnants of the Berlin Wall, for example, 
stand alongside the city’s futuristic Sony 
Centre, just a few blocks away from the 
Brandenburg Gate, the Reichstag building, 
Hitler’s bunker and the Jewish memorial. 

Berlin’s wartime past is inescapable and 
moving. 

A thin, brickwork snake has been laid where 
the Berlin Wall once stood, ensuring the 
East/West divide - and the hundreds who lost 
their lives trying to cross over into the more 
prosperous West - is never forgotten.

Rise in loan approvals 

THE latest figures released from the 
Bank of England show a slight rise in 
mortgage approvals for December. 

According to the Bank, December saw 
31,000 home loans approved, a slight 
increase from the 27,000 approved in 
November. However, the figure still rep¬ 
resents the second lowest on record. 

In 2008 lending declined by 58 per cent 
with 519,000 mortgages approved, com¬ 
pared with 1,250,000 for 2007. 

The December figure was described as 
“mildly encouraging” by many analysts, 
however, many are warning that there 
will be even fewer mortgages approved 
in the next 12 months since the banks 
are still short of money to lend. 

Window of opportunity 

BRITISH consumers are looking to be 
positive and take advantage of the nega¬ 
tive housing market and a large number 
claim they are planning on attempting 
to benefit because of the falling prices. 

The Rightmove consumer confidence 
survey published today asked over 
28,000 people about their feelings 
regarding the current market. 

The majority of the respondents - a 
total of 65 per cent - said they felt the 
current decline in prices provided a win¬ 
dow of opportunity for cash-rich and 
mortgage-ready buyers.

First-time buyers show 
a sign of healthy interest 


FIGURES from the National 
Association of Estate Agents show 
that the number of first-time buy¬ 
ers looking to enter the housing 
market more than doubled in the 
first fortnight of 2009. 

This is the most positive news yet for the 
housing market for the start of this year, 
according to analysts. 

A healthy 22.5 per cent of registered buyers 
were first-timers, up from just ten per cent in 
December 2008, and from 14.5 per cent in 
January a year ago. 

With first-timers recognised as a vital part of 
the housing market functioning properly, an 
increase in their market share is a positive 
sign by the experts.

Peter Bolton-King, chief executive of the 
association said: “This figure is highly signifi¬ 
cant in terms of demonstrating an increase in 
consumer confidence. The NAEA views first¬ 
time buyers as the bedrock of a healthy hous¬ 
ing market. 

“During the boom years we saw the number 
of first-time buyers as a proportion of buyers 
rise as high as 37 per cent, and I believe that 
an average of 25 per cent is indicative of a 
healthy and confident market. 

‘While the figure of 22.5 per cent is definite¬ 
ly not a sign that the housing sector is out of 
the woods yet, it does suggest that those infa¬ 
mous green shoots of recovery may not be as 
far off as first thought.” 


The association’s figures, which came from a 
survey of their 14,000 members, also revealed 
an upturn in activity levels across the market. 

There was an average of four sales per agent 
in the first two weeks of January compared to 
a monthly average of six in November and 
December. Estate agents also reported an 
average of ten new sellers in the first fortnight 
of 2009. 

Over half of those registering - 55 per cent - 
were second-time buyers, said the association 
with buy-to-let investors accounting for a fur¬ 
ther 22 per cent. 

Mr Bolton-King added: “These statistics are 
evidence that consumer confidence is slowly 
being restored but I must counter this by say¬ 
ing that unless lenders respond to consumer 
demand, then any green shoots will wither 
and die on the branch.”

Citroen Picasso makes 
for some good viewing 


CITROEN underpins the successful 
Picasso MPV sub-brand on April 9 with 
the launch of an eye-catching replace¬ 
ment for the blobby Xsara Picasso that 
helped give the French marque leader¬ 
ship of the MPV sector in Europe. 

As usual with Citroen, the new C3 
Picasso will be affordable and cheap from 
just £11,495, but the practical newcomer 
is also handsome on the outside and well- 
made inside for a small MPV class where 
it faces rather more anonymous rivals 
such as the Vauxhall Meriva. 


FIAT is on a roll at the moment 
and the Fiat 500 is cult car of the 
day, but don’t forget how this 
revival began - with the Fiat 
Panda in 2004. 

The five-door city car promptly scooped 
European Car of the Year, took the fight to 
cheap and cheerful Far East runabouts, sup¬ 
plied the platform for the hugely successful 
500 and, in its fifth year, is enjoying a new 
lease of life as a recession-buster. 

Our test car is the sporty 100HP flagship 
(pictured - £10,260) and there is a still dearer 
designer diesel 4x4, the Cross (£11,995), but it 
is the value for money 1.2-litre petrol versions 
(from £7,600) that impress most. 

Panda ownership comes even cheaper than 
that with the 1.1 petrol (from £6,995), but the 
1.2 has more pep and is no worse on fuel or 
road tax, though both engines are available in 
ultra-green ECO form, saving some five miles 
to the gallon on average and qualifying for the 
minimum payable road tax (£35/year). 

For out and out economy, the 1.3 Multi Jet 
diesel (£8,995) is capable of averaging well

over 60mpg and also qualifies for the cheapest 
road tax, but you really do need to notch up 
some miles to justify so much extra outlay and 
the heavier handling. 

The Panda’s design is functional yet time¬ 
less: a smart glazed van essentially that can 
seat five - four in comfort - with plenty of 
headroom and the ability to lug a decent load 
with rear seat folded; dearer models come with 
a split folding arrangement. 

It is also fun to drive, with light yet respon¬ 
sive steering ideal for urban tight spots or 
press on driving. 

The cabin is robust and stylish for this class 
with the high-mounted gearshift falling nicely 
to hand, while a relatively long wheelbase 
ensures a good ride for a small car. 

The 100HP tested here delivers extra zest 
with its pokey 1.4-litre petrol engine. 

A 0-60mph time of under 10 seconds is only 
slightly shy of the dearer Mini Cooper. 

The suspension has been tweaked for more 
feedback and there is a ‘sport’ button to weight 
up steering and throttle sensitivity for the 
twisty stuff, though this makes the ‘cuddly 5 
Panda turn nasty and your passengers won’t 
like it one bit if you try to press on even a little.

Report makes pitch for 
keeping sales skills up 

ONE in five companies in the South East 
is experiencing a sales skills shortage, 
despite selling being critical in a recession, 
according to a new report. 

The research, by sales recruitment and 
training specialist Pareto Law and its par¬ 
ent company Randstad, found a fifth com¬ 
panies reported a lack of sales expertise in 
areas such as telephone selling, negotia¬ 
tion, presentation and account manage¬ 
ment skills. 

Jonathan Fitchew, joint managing 
director, said: “Developing and training a 
strong sales team is critical to business 
success - now more than ever. 

“Companies need to invest in ensuring 
their sales people have the skills to quick¬ 
ly impact on business performance. 

“In a difficult market it’s all about hav¬ 
ing the knowledge to think creatively, 
looking at new markets, opportunities and 
strategies that will help the business not 
only survivebut come out of the recession 
in a stronger position.” 

Expert Freud will give

Use hidden talents - 
or your number's up 


Accountants crucial in small firms' fight for survival

SMALLER Kent companies - 
which make up most of the firms in 
the county - have been urged to 
unlock the hidden talents of their 
accountants in the fight for sur¬ 
vival and thriving for the future. 

They have been told that number-crunchers 
aren’t just good with the profit and loss 
account and the balance sheet, they can also 
help with general business advice such as how 
to unlock finance. 

Smaller businesses, with tighter profit mar¬ 
gins, fewer overheads to cut and limited access 
to credit, are especially vulnerable in the 
downturn and need to make the best use of all 
their contacts. 

The advice comes from Kent accountancy 
firm Horwath Clark Whitehill, which has 
offices in Tunbridge Wells and Maidstone. 

Big businesses and larger organisations can 
seek advice from investment bankers or from 
their external public relations and marketing 
support teams. 

However, for smaller companies these 
options are not always available and they 
could use their accountants for help, advice, 
ideas and strategic guidance. 

Mark Anderson, a partner with HCW, said 
an accountant can act as an objective, impar¬ 
tial sounding board. 

He said: “Communication between a busi¬ 
ness and its advisers is always important but 
particularly so during difficult trading times. 

“Planning ahead and liaising closely with 
your accountants can alleviate many future 
problems and ensure a business is ready for 
anything that may arise. 


“Going through potential scenarios which 
may impact a business - such as the loss of a 
key supplier or client - is a worthwhile exer¬ 
cise and can mean less panic and stress should 
the worst occur. Thinking ahead can help a 
company stay physically ahead.” 

The downturn has also brought into sharper 
focus one of the key accountancy activities - 
tracking cash in and out of businesses. Now, 
cash flow is vital. 

Mr Anderson said: “Accountancy firms’ tradi¬ 
tional skills can help their clients by chasing 


up cash from debtors, checking credit refer¬ 
ences and keeping an eye on the financial 
health of clients. 

‘Tour accountant can also be very important 
in putting your case forward when raising 
funds from lenders, whether they are a bank 
or a private investor. He or she may well have 
important knowledge about which lenders are 
best placed and most willing to do business in 
the current climate, and what other sources of 
funding may be available, such as private 
equity and venture capital.”
